It 
s declared, That the Crown of England is Subje& to 
none but God. Of this opinion was Bratton, who 
wrote in HT. 3d's time, Ons, fays he, quidem ſab Rege 
& ipſe ſub nullo, ſed tantum fub Deo. Lib. 1. ca 8. 
"ww. 5. Every one owes Obedience to the King, but 
he to none but GOD. I muſt give one inſtance 
more, if it be only to ſhew the nature of a Fog 
ep Ed. 2. mych concern'd , that his. Sabje&ts 
| deprive him of his right: by Appeals to Rome,

Pope Pi the 
Fifth, in his Bull rhat Excommunicares Queen £h 
beth , © Him alone (ſays he, meaning himſelt ) Fr tl 
Prince over all People, and all Kingdoms, to pluck up, de- 
ſtroy, featter, conſume, plant and build, &c. So 'thar

42  Refleftions upon the New Teff, 
amples,to which I ſhall add, That in KingFobr's time,the 
Loyal Popiſh Barons were.in opza Rebellion; The Pope 
ioftead of uſing his pretended Authority to reduce them 
to their Allegiance, he takes advantage of the King's 
neceſſities, and will by no means permit him to nomi- 
nate a Succeſſeur to the: deceaſed Archbiſhop of Cax- 
terbury ;. but for ſo doing the King was Excommuni- 
cated ; this, with the: King of France his appearing.in 
the Pope's defence, incourag'd the Barons to continue 
in their Rebellion, and to calumniate their King with 
the,moſt approbrious language, as Infidel, &c. rhat no 
_ Kingever.indured the like ; finding himſelf on all hands 
thus oppreſs'd,. his: ſubmiſſion to the Pope was. abſo- 
lutely neceſſary, and therefore now tenders him his 
Crown, which the Pope by his Legate r2ccived; upon 
this (and all but reaſon) the King is Abſolved, but ſtyl 
the hardy Barons refuſe their duty, till the-King had 
ratified their Priviledges, &c. which he was forc'd,up- 
on his Oath to agree to. But the King being:naw a 
good Child of the Church, is diſcharged by the. Pope 
j 9. theſe .condeſcentions to the Barons, the wligle 
of: is declared Null, the King's Oacb Dilpene'd 
with, ; and.the Barons Excommunicated till they nb 
mitted to. the. Sentence. This is ſomething like, to 
whip and firoke them by turns!

yet if ſhe would renounce her Pretenfions , | and 
wholly to him, -he would ſhew a fatherly affeftion 
do: every thing for her that could confiſt with the Diyity 
of Apofbolick See; ſo far the Servus Servoram. In this 
haughty ſpeech 'ris not fo much the Queens lllegitimation 
is complain'd on, as her great boldneſs to aſſume the Ciown 
without conſent of his Holineſs : for if ſhe will at laſt ſub- 
mit, here's great hopes for her, notwithſtanding her llle- 
itimation.' But his Succeſſor Pius IV. leaves her in noman- 
ner of doubt, He ſent one Parpalia to her to promiſe, that 
if ſhe would join her ſelf to the See of Rome, he would dif- 
annul the Sentence againſt herMother'sMarriage,&c.Henee 
I obſerve, that the Popes what ere they faid, did not be- 
lieve Q. Ez. Hegitimate,or elſe what's worſe, they declare 
that for their Temporal Intereſt they would make that 


lawful which the Law of God had made unlawfuſor if Q. 
Eliz. was a Baſtard,ſhe was ſo,becauſe'er.the 8's. Marriage 


with his firſt Wife was lawful, who was living when ELz. 
was born of another woman; if ſo, nothing is plainer than 
that this-ſecond Marriage was againſt the Law of God. Bu: - 
'tis all nothing,” there had been no harm done, no rightſal - 
heir diſſeiz'd, no.tit'e of a Baſtard ſet up,' had E/iz, made 
her acknowledgments that England was held in fee of the 
Apoſtolick: See, So ſpeaks the Shepherd, and the ſheep 
know his voice. 34 
In fine, the King-depoſing Doctrine is not only praftiſed 
by one or two' wicked Infallible Heads; but 'ris the ſetled 
Doctrine of their Church; *tis that their Lateran Council, 
and a long Succeſſion of: Popes have declared, and that 
which their beſt men have imploy'd their Pensto maintain, 
for which ſee the Biſhop of Lincoln's Brutum Fulmen. 
Whether the Teſt or Penal Laws ought to be' aboliſht, 
is a ſubject more proper for _ King and Parliament than 
we us :

Mary's 
days, look into the Biſhop of Lixco/n's Book, and when 
ou are looking, look into Fraxce : But why do I cry look 
ow or look there, when 'tis impoſſible to look amiſs ? 
- However, ſince to recriminate is. no- juſtification, and 
ſince we hear that you pride your ſelves to talk of our 
Penal Laws, endeavouring to render us extreamly cruel, 
I ſhould apply my ſelf particularly to: ſhew the reaſons 
and ſteps of thoſe Laws, did I-not find-it incomparably 
well done to my hands by a Letter, which 'tis great pity 
the whole Kingdom has not read; and tho.it be long, yet 
there being not a ſentence in it not, full: of, weight, 1-will 
tor the publick good tranſcribe the whole, which fully-vin-

The other , That Cauſes of Conſciences, when they exceed 
their bounds, and grow to be matter of.

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| According to theſe Principles, Her Majefly coming to 
the Crown, utterly diſliking the Tyranny of Rome, which had 
uſed by Terror «nd Rigour to ſettle Commandments of mens 
Faith and Conſciences ; Tho as a Princeſs of great Wiſdom 
and Maznanimity , She ſuffered but the Exerciſe of on? Relt 
gion ; yet her Proceedings towards the Papi, was with great 
Lenity , expeding the gond Effetts which time might work 
in them ; and therefore Her Maje5ty revived n)t the Laws 
made in the 28th and 35th of her Fathers Reign, whereby 
the Oath of Supremacy might bave been offered at the Kings 
pleaſure to any Subjett, jo he kept his Conſcience never jo 
madeftly to himſelf, and the refuſal to take the ſame Oath, 
with out further Circumitances,was mal? Treaſm. Bat  con- 
trariwiſe, Fer MajeSty not liking to make Windows into Mens 
hearts and ſecrer thouzhts, except the abundance of them did 
over-flow into overt and expreſs As or Afiirmations, tem- 
pered Her Law ſo, as it reftraineth every manifeFft Diſobe- 
dience, in impugning and impeaching, adviſedly and malict- 
oufly, Her Majefties Supream Power , maintaining 'and_ex- 
tolling a Forreign Furiſdittion : And as for the Oath, it was 
altered by Her Majeity, into a more grateful Form : the 
hardneſs of the name aud Appellation of Supream Head, was 
removed, and the Penalty of rhe reſuſal theresf, turned only 
to diſablement to take any Promotion, or to exerciſe any 
charge, an yet of Liberty to be reinvefted therein, if any 
man ſhould accept thereof , "during his Life, But after , 
when Pius Quintus Excommunicated Her Majefty, and the 
Bulls of Excommunication were publiſhed in London, whereby 


Her Majeity was in a ſort proſcribed,and tlat thereupen as upon 


a principal motive or preparative, followed the Rebellion in the 
North, yet becauſe the 711 humours of the Realm were by that 
Rebellion partly purged ,” and that ſhe feared at that time

In all other points her Majeſty continued her former Lenity :

er; and that the Seminaries began to bloſſom, and. to ſend 
forth dayly Prieſts, and Profeſſed men,- who ſhould" by Yew.

Treaſon carried in the Clouds, and in wonderful ſecrecy, 'and 
come ſeldom to light, and that there was ny-preſuſpicion tbere- 
of fo great, as. the Recuſancy to come\.to Divine Service, btx 
cauſe it was ſet down by their Decrees, that to come to Charch 
Before Reconciliation,was to live in Schiſmgbut to come to Church 
after reconcilement, was . abſolutely heretical and Aamnable.

Laſtly, there was added a Law, whereby ſuch ſeditious Prieſts,

" higheſt Degree, committed by Law, if they would but proteſt, 

that if. in Caſe this Realm ſhould be irvaded with a Forreign 
Army, by the Popes's authority, for the Catholick Cauſe, as 
they term it, they would take part with her Majeſty, and not 
adhere to her Enemies. 

For. the other Party, which have been offen/rve to the-State, 
though in'.another Degree , which named themſelves Refor- 
mers, qnd we commonly call Puritans, this hath been the pro- 
ceeding towards them. A hag while, when they tmueighed 

inſt. ſuchtabuſes in the Chaurch',- as Plurdlities',” Non-refi- 
nee'; and the like ; their Zeal: was not Condemned, only 
their: Violence was © ſometimes \Cenſured. When" they re- 
fuſed the uſe of ſome” Ceremonies and Rites', as Su- 
perſtitions, they were" tollerated with much Connivency and 
Gentleneſs ;\ yea, when thy" called in Queſtion the Superiority of 
Biſhops, and-prefended to a Democracy in the Church; "yet, 
their Propofetious were here conſidered, and by contrary Wri- 


tings debated and: diſcuſſed; yet all this while; it was per- * 


celved that" their Cotirſe was dangerous , and very popular. : 
As; becauſe Papiſtty - was odious, therefore” it was' ever” in 


their Mouths, that they fonght"to Purge: the Church from the 


Reliques*of - Papiſtry ;-a thing acceptable to the* People; who 
love ever 'to-run 'fronvond extream ts andther. - | 
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_And.whin; notwithſtanding all this proviſion, the P oiſon was 


fore, and a diflike ts every man'y" therefore they put into the ' 
Peoples bead, that if Diſcipline were planted," there ſhould 
Le no Vagabonds nar Beggars, a thing very plauftble : And in 
like manner they os the People, many of the impoſſible 
wonders of their Difcipline ; befides, they opened to the Peo- 
ple a way to Government, by their Conſiſtory and Presbytery;

becauſe they pretended in Dutiſat manner vo make Propoſitions, 
and to leave it to the Proviffence of Goel,) and the Authority 
of the Magiſtrate. But now\gf late yeats, when there iſſued 
from them that affirmed, - the-confent of
